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Indoor Season Preview

The theme of the rapidly approaching 1959 indoor season might well be 
"New Faces". The change in the indoor scene caused by the new faces is even 
more striking when one adds to this picture the names of the non-returning 
veterans of the previous indoor circuits. No longer will the names of Courtney, 
Welbourn, Shelton, and possibly Pearman, Jenkins, and Bragg mean a top-flight 
card for an evening at the. banked, board ovals. These names coupled with the 
departure from the '57 season of Richards, Ashenfelter, and Dwyer, leave 
very few of the pre-Olympic mainstays about the indoor arenas. 

Who are the up-and-coming athletes who will engrave their names on the 
trophies of the leading cup races? These men are Bob Brown, John Thomas, 
Gar Williams, Ed Moran, and Fran Washington. Some of these names may be 
recognizable and some may be strange. Details of their affiliation and special- 
ty will be brought out in the preview of the competitive events below. The new- 
comers of last year who are expected to improve on their yearling records are 
Tom Murphy, Rudy Smith, Pete Close, Tom Carroll, and Velisa Mugosa. 

The dash field will find stubby Ira Murchison shooting for the number one 
ranking for the third straight year. He certainly may expect to be challenged 
by Dave Sime in Washington over the longer distances, and, if rumor is true, 
by a certain Texas novice to the boards named Morrow. Sime, the Duke red- 
head won't run 50's, but if his busy medical school schedule allows, he may 
jam in a few New York 60's. The dark horse in this event is Bob Brown from 
Penn State. His freshman status prevented his entry in more than a few meets 
but he did manage to rank 8th last year. 

Jenkins, who headed the 600 field for two years, probably won't get a 
chance to compete this year. If you remember he declined a trip to Russia 
last summer. His absence leaves the crown open to a battle between ex- 
Manhattanite Tom Murphy and Rudy Smith of Bates. Murphy is wise in the 
ways of the boards. But Smith's coaches figure that he has overcome his old 
sprinter's tendency to lay on too fast an early pace — an item of sophomoric 
inexperience at the distance which "cost" him last season. It is a good bet that 
these boys will run consistently in the 1:10 bracket. Reggie Pearman may make 
one of his many comebacks, but the Pioneer bell ringer is getting old. He 
dropped from a third ranked spot in '57 to out of the top 10 in "58, The ever- 
conditioned Joe Gaffney may show well in the early season meets. 

The 880-1000 will be hotly contested with Murphy, Dave Scurlock, Tom 
Carroll, and Pete Close in the thick of the scramble for the cups. Pete Close, 
who holds St. John's varsity records for everything from 880 to five miles, 
may devote his attention to the mile. 

Speaking of the mile, Ron Delany is ready to be the King of the Mile for 
an unprecedented fourth year unless Dan Waern, the Swedish invitee, or Brian 
Hewson, the European champ, can adapt readily enough to the boards to make 
a difference. Ed Moran of Penn State and Jim Grelle of Oregon, who ran 4:01.7 
miles last summer, will enliven this feature event.. Phil Coleman, the steady 
and methodical U. of Chicago Track Club distance ace, will continue to show 
improvement as he has done in the past. 

Deacon Jones (still at Iowa but with expired eligibility) will be faced with 
stiffer competition from NYU's Velisa Mugosa transplanted from Yugoslavia. 
The much improved Velisa will not only have to watch Jones, but will have to 
be wary of the Houston trio of Smartt, Macy, and Al Lawrence, over the long 
distance haul, Lawrence is a freshman from Australia, If Tabori and Hender- 
son are invited East, the 2-mile could really be a humdinger of a race, 

The hurdles was to feature Hayes Jones and Elias Gilbert, but Jones 
broke his foot playing basketball. Gilbert's teammate, Fran Washington,

Morrow Tops Sugar Bowl 


New Orleans, Dec. 28--Bobby Morrow showed he is ready to run on the 
indoor circuit when he breezed to an easy 9,6 triumph in the annual Sugar Bowl 
track meet. Just back from a Latin American tour, Bobby won by a wide margin 
with the best performance of the abbreviated program. 

Another good showing was made by East Texas State's Buddy McKee who 
clipped over the 120 highs in 14.5. Other winners, on a day where the termo- 
meter registered a chilly 50, were Glenn Davis, 48.8 for the 440; Gail Hodgson, 
4:13.6 for the mile; East Texas AC 42.4 for the 440 relay; and Northeast TC, 
3:19.

Macy Beats Great Field

Chicago, Dec. 6— Veteran John Macy of the University of Houston 
Track Club conquered both the weather and a great field today to win the 
National AAU senior 10,000 meter cross country championship in Washington 
Park. 

Macy, a 28-year-old Polish refugee, outkicked Australian Olympian Al 
Lawrence in the last mile to win the individual title with a fast 29:47.8. The 
New York Athletic Club, paced by Velisa Mugosa of Yugoslavia, won the team 
title for the ninth straight year with 40 points. 

Macy, a Houston sophomore, won the individual honors for the second 
straight time by finishing about 110 yards ahead of Lawrence in the 16-degree 
weather, Lawrence, who was clocked in a good 30:10, had about a 200-yard 
margin over Max Truex of the Southern California Striders, who took third. 

Gordon Dickson, the Canadian champion, placed fourth while represen- 
ting the Hamilton (Ont.) Olympic Club, and Mugosa rounded out the first five. 

Macy and Lawrence set a terrific pace during the first four miles des- 
pite the frigid weather. Lawrence, now a freshman at Houston, jumped out to 
a quick lead and passed the first mile in a fast 4:44 with Macy only a yard back. 

The two foreign athletes continued that way until Macy opened a slight 
margin during the fifth mile. Their fabulous pace for the second through 
fourth mile was as follows: two miles 9:29; three miles 14:30; four, 19:15. 

At the end of five miles Macy opened a 10-yard lead and then ran away 
from Lawrence in the last part of the race for the victory. Macy was still 
strong when he crossed the finish and he looked like he could have run at least 
another two miles. 

Truex, the top American finisher, stayed just off the pace in the first 
three miles and held down third place after four miles, He yielded third to 
Dickson in the next mile but outkicked the Canadian in the stretch. Mugosa 
finished about a yard in front of Bob Soth of the Striders, while Olympic 
steeplechaser Phil Coleman of the University of Chicago Track Club was 7th, 
another 40 yards back. 

Another Australian who is also a freshman at Houston, Pat Clohessy, 
would up 11th in the 63-man field. Two other milers finished farther back. 
Former UCLA distance ace Bobby Seaman was 27th while representing Fort 
Lee, Va. Ted Wheeler, the former Iowa miler representing UCTC, was 30th. 

The pace was so fast in today's race that the first seven finishers better- 
ed Macy's winning time of 31:12 last year, Coleman ran 51 seconds faster 
this year and slipped from 5th to 7th. Jerry Smartt of Houston, who placed

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third last year, slipped to 13th in today's race.

Belgrade, Yugoslavia, has been picked for the 1962 European Champion- 
ships. ..Brussels has joined the race for the 1964 Olympics, against Tokyo, 
Vienna and Detroit... the team to represent the U.S. vs. Russia and in the Pan 
American Games next summer will be chosen in the AAU...Chic Werner of Penn 
State will be head coach for the Pan Am meet, assisted by Percy Beard of Florida, 
Bill Bowerman of Oregon and Ed Hurt of Morgan State... manager will be Ralph 
Colson of Boston, aided by John Core, Richmond, Va., and Powell Moorhead of 
Indianapolis... 

Marathoners for the Pan Am and Olympics will again be chosen on the 
basis of performances in the Boston and AAU runs...nominated for the Sullivan 
Award, top AAU trophy to the outstanding amateur athlete of the year, are 
Rafer Johnson and Glenn Davis, along with five from other sports...Bertil 
Holmgren, Swede who high jumped for SMU last year, now is at San Jose State 
and will have his final year of collegiate eligibility during the 1960 season...

An examination of the facts indicates to me that Jack Davis' world record 
in the 120 yard high hurdles should be 13.3 and not 13.4 as ratified by the IAAF. 
His time at Bendigo, Australia, Nov. 17, 1956 was reported at 13.3, the watches 
reading 13,4, 13,3 and 13.3. But after the AAU of Australia had the watches 
tested they recommended that the 13.4 figure be approved, and it was, 

Each watch underwent a 24 hour accuracy test. One watch was right on. 
A second watch was off six seconds in 24 hours and the third was off only eight 
seconds, Actually the alleged deficiency is nil. On the loss of six seconds in 
24 hours there is a deficiency of .001 second in 14.4 seconds, and on the loss 
of eight seconds there is a deficiency of but 0.001 seconds in 10.8 seconds. 
Surely, this is not reason why Jack Davis should not grace the all-time list 


with his 13. 3.

Gutowski's chosen profession of chemical engineering 
may seriously curtail the time he can devote to practice. The only 15-footers 
left will be short on indoor experience, though Roubanis had a little breaking 
in last year. Mel Schwarz may officially make 15 this year and may rule the 
roost if all the others default for the various reasons mentioned, 

The second part of this preview will explore the Midwest possibilities 
and assess the title chances of the various teams in the Big 10, Big 8, and 
the Central Collegiate Conference.

TRACK NEWSLETTER 
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PREP PANORAMA 


By Don Nash & Fran Errota, Box 781, San Jose, Calif. 

With the cross country season completed and the outdoor year not yet in 
sight, high school trackmen are turning their interest toward the Eastern indoor 
meets and special development races in certain parts of the country. 

AAU Olympic development meets have followed on the heels of a tremen- 
dous cross country season in California's North Coast Section. Palo Altans 
George Linn and Mike Chilton, the latter not yet 16, clipped off a 4:22. 4 on 
Dec. 13 at Stanford, Linn getting the nod by the width of a jersey over the fast 
closing Chilton. The latter lowered his own world 15-year-old record in the 
process. This top December mile clocking came a week after Linn ran two 
miles in 9:33. 0 and Chilton 9:49.7. Mike Lehner, another Palo Altan who just 
turned 16, has done 9:47, 4 and Bill Yaley, Serra of San Mateo, has fall bests of 
4:28.3 and 9:40. 5. 

On the indoor circuit, which had barely gotten underway at press time, 
John Reilly of Mt. St. Michael's in New York City is providing the big noise. 
The 6-ft., 2-in. 150 pound senior sizzled with a 1:56.6 halfmile leg on the 
Mounties' two-mile relay team in the season opening Catholic Relay Carnival 
and then came back a week later with a 2:17.8 in the 1000 yard run. The latter 
puts him in the top ten of the all-time prep list. 

Reilly's coach, Howie Borck, says the 17-year-old is a "brilliant pros- 
pect not just in the 880 but in the 440 and mile as well.” 

CROSS COUNTRY 

After holding its first unofficial state cross country championships last 
year,California wasn't able to get together for the second one. Sectional cham - 
pionships found Linn (9:48. 3) and his Palo Alto teammates winning in the North 

Coast for the fourth straight year on Stanford's two-mile course; Fresno win- 
ning in the Central area as Ed Hamlin was individual victory in 9:42 on an 1.8 
mile course; El Cajon taking first in the Southern California large school and 
Culver City finishing on top in the small schools bracket. The latter two races 
were held on Mt. San Antonio's 1.8 course with Sal Ramirez (9:01. 5) of El 
Rancho and Dale Story (SCIF record of 8:52. 8) of Orange being individual 
champions. Story holds course record of 8:45. 3 set earlier in the season. 

Oregon's championships were marred by a series of errors which found 
runners competing over approximate 13 mile course instead of advertised 1. 8. 
Officials then doctored the results to give more legitimate times. Actually, 
Clayton Steinke of South Salem ran 8:37,5 to Ted Abrams’ (Portland Grant) 

8:39. Abrams won city title on same course in 9:25. 6. 

Ted Reisinger of Tulsa Rogers won Oklahoma crown with 10:09. 6, 
breaking the meet mark of 10:15.6 set by Harold Smith of the same school last 
year. Five runners, including 48.5 quartermiler BillStoddart of Marshall 
(Oklahoma City) and 1:57. 9 halfmiler Kirk Hagan of Northwest Classen (Okla. 
City), broke 11 minutes. Tulsa Rogers won the team title. 

Identical twins Joe and Clarence Scott of Brooklyn Automotive crossed 
the finish line hand-in-hand in the Public Schools meet in New York, clocking 
13:26. 4 on the 2.5 Van Cortlandt Park course, but officials named Joe the 
actual winner. Aviation, which moved to Queens from Manhattan this year, 
won the team title. 

Charles Buchta of Brooklyn Prep won the New York Private Schools title 
at VanCortlandt in 13:26, 0 with Mt. St. Micheal triumphing. 

Claus Schuebel, an exchange student from Germany attending Duluth 
East, won the Minnesota championship with an excellent 8:54.9 over the 1.82 
course. Mound Hi's Pat McNeal (8:59) also brok the former record of 9:00,1 
set by his brother Jerry (of Kansas U. fame) in 1953. Minneapolis Roosevelt 
took the team crown.

Track Talk 


Almost two years before the Rome Olympics, this seems a proper time 
to consider which athletes will be contenders. Of course, everyone knows it 
is impossible to predict half of the winners this far in advance, but I'd like to 
try improving on my low total of six when I attempted such a prognostication 
after the 1954 season. 

Here, for what it is worth in stirring up interest, is my thinking: 

100- Morrow and Murchison should hold their form for two years, but any- 
thing can happen. Third American (Sime, King, or White?) should be 
third at Rome, but sweeps are rare. The young comers, Hary and Rad- 
ford, should be dangerous, with Germar a solid bet for sixth, 

200- Morrow seems to outclass the others, unless Sime can learn to run the 
curve, Collymore should be in on a US sweep. Glenn Davis could be in 





this trio. Germar, no worse than fourth, and Radford are solid finalists. 


Tom Robinson is as good a bet as any for sixth. 

400- Davis could come back after the 400 meter hurdles and win this unless 
Southern gets over his fear of Davis. Third American (Yerman or Jen- 
kins?) may have trouble with Wrighton, Spence (S.A.), Salisbury, and 
Milkha Singh. Kerr or Dave Mills of Canada could be as high as third. 

800- Bowden, Delany, and Elliott are the big names, in that order, unless 
Sowell works harder, in which case he would win. Seaman could be the 
third American. Many good Europeans could gain the other two or three 
places: Boysen, Johnson, Rawson, Hewson, Makomaski, and Depastas. 

1500- Elliott would seem a certain winner. With Elliott and Lincoln in the 
race, the pace will be fast for a change, and Delany should be out of 
contention all the way. Halberg may improve enough to nip Lincoln for 
second, Bowden is a possible second, but I'll pick him for fourth, ahead 
of Delany and Waern. Don't count Dellinger and Grelle out. 

Steeplechase- Chromik must be favored as of now, with Rzhishchin second, 
but I consider Jones capable of being a winner in 1960 if he works. Cole- 
man should place, along with HUneke. The other placers could be any 
one of twenty. Darkhorse: Keith Wallace. 

5000- Before doping this, I should know if Kuts, Ibbotson, and Pirie will re- 
turn to form. Assuming not, Thomas is the logical choice, with main 
competition from Halberg (if he chooses this over 1500) and Zimny. 
Krzyszkowiak is steady, Clark should improve, and Truex could be a 
real contender if he can take up his improvement where he left off in 
1957. Iharos is a possibility. Scott and Henderson could place. 

10,000- Unless Kuts comes back, Krzyszkowiak is the logical favorite over 
Melbourne bronze medalist Lawrence. Macy would appear to be a real 
contender, but what country will he represent? As in many events, we 
must try to pick men on the way up: Eldon, Desyatchikov, Merriman. 
Power and Zhukov are solid choices for a place, over Ozog and Pudov. 

Marathon- Popov must be favored, although in the hot Rome weather watch 
out for Mimoun and Mihalic, Kelley is in their class, but dislikes hot 
weather. Karvonen is no threat to win, but should place. Many others 
could place, with Filin, Power, and Barnard among the best. 

High hurdles- Gilbert is a narrow pick over Hayes Jones. Third American 
(Calhoun, Robinson, Washington?) will battle Lauer for third. Not in 
the same class, the other two could be Swart and Gardner. 

400 hurdles- Davis vs Potgieter, with Davis winning narrowly. Southern has 
the potential to run 48 flat, but says he will not try, and so third should 
go to whoever beats veteran Culbreath. I'll pick Washington, although 
Atterberry is a threat. Darkhorse: Dixon Farmer. The other two 
finalists could be Lean and old man Lituyev. 

High jump- Impossible to guess the winner from among Dahl, Dumas, Lansky, 
Thomas, Stuber, Pettersson, Porter, and others. Hunch: Thomas. 

Pole vault- Gutowski is the only solid choice, ahead of improving Morris. 
Bragg or Brewer could be third, but both are having troubles. Graham 
is coming back, or Dooley and Paquin could develop, but look for 
Europeans Roubanis, Landstrém, Wazny, and Preussger in third spot. 

Broad jump- With Bell retired, Shelby should win over Ter-Ovanesyan. Jack- 
son is good for third, then toss-up between Herman, Davis, Grabowski. 

HS]- Schmidt and Ryakhovskiy appear to have passed Da Silva, but the old guy 
could probably win if he wishes. Einarsson is consistent, and Sharpe and 
Davis should place, but great improvement is changing this event. 

Shot put- This is usually the easiest event to forecast. I'll pick Long, O'Brien, 
Neider, and Rowe, with Davis third if O'Brien retires or Nieder slips. 
Meconi, Lingnau, Lipsnis, and Varju should all pass Skobla by 1960. 

Discus- Babka and Oerter appear outstanding. I favor Babka because Oerter 
lives in New Yorx. Third American and possible bronze medalist could 
O'Brien, Ellis, Silvester or Jennings. Strictly a toss-up for the other 
places between Piatkowski, du Plessis, Bukhantsev, Todorov, and 
Szecsenyi, with U.S, students Lindsay and Lindroos a threat. 

Javelin- Sidlo and Danielsen are a toss-up, two years away from the Games, 
The others are only a guess, with Americans Rafer Johnson, Fromm, 
and Alley potential 270-footers. Fredriksson, Macquet, G. Lievore, 
and Kuznyetsov could be place winners. 

Hammer- This could be the year Hall catches Connolly, with both at 230", 
Lawlor and Ellis should be 220-footers in two years, with Krivonosov 
and Rut completing the six, although men like Samotsvetov, Cieply, 
Leffler, and Zsivotzky could place as high as third. 

Decathlon- Johnson can lose only through injuries, although Edstrom will be 
an 8500 point man by then. Kuznyetsov should be third. Mulkey, Palu, 
and Yang are good bets to place. 

400 Relay- Favored USA could lose to Germany or Russia through bad passing. 
Great Britain belongs in the first four. Nigeria rates a place, then a 
scramble among Italy, France, CSR, Canada, and others. 

1600 Relay- USA should break the world record, and may have to in order to 
stay ahead of the potentially great South Africans. Britain also has a 
great future. Germany is the choice for 4th, followed by Canada (if 
Dave Mills develops for them), and Jamaica.

Big Ten coaches have proposed that foreign athletes should be barred from 





competing in the NCAA championships. To me, the proposal is inconsistent, 
unjust, out of keeping with our athletic setup, and should be voted down when pre- 
sented to the NCAA in January. 

The proposal is that these athletes be allowed to compete in conference 
meets but not in the NCAA. Now isn't that a bit silly? He is good enough to be 
a student at your school, to represent you in duals, relay meets, conferences, 
etc., but not in the NCAA. Wouldn't it make more sense to prohibit them from 
all competition? 

But why should they be barred? Is it any worse to recruit across inter - 
national boundaries than to recruit from coast to coast across some 3000 miles 
of U.S territory? Is it not as natural for a Canadian or Jamaican to go to 
school in the U.S, as for a Californian to go to an Eastern school on an athletic 
scholarship--or Eastern boys to go all the way to California? If we are going 
to have athletic scholarships why not make them open to all who qualify? 

What harm can it do to let these foreign athletes run, and study? Yes, 
study, for many of them are fine, even brilliant, scholars, and all have to meet 
the same scholastic standards as any other athlete and, supposedly, as any 
other student, 

One frequent argument, and it was advanced by Rut Walter of Northwestern 
in this most recent proposal, is that "it's gotten so we are training boys who will 
come back and beat us in the Olympics." Now there is a statement that is really 
open to question. Firstly, who is to say that they are getting any better, or even 
as good, training here than they would at home? Secondly, is "winning" the 
Olympics so all fired important to us that we have to protect ourselves by bar- 
ring foreign athletes from learning from us? If so, then let's have an embargo 
on texis, films, our athletes competing abroad, and anything else that might 
help other countries in the Olympics. Finally, it hasn't yet worked out that we 
have been hurt in the Olympics by U.S. trained athletes. In 1956 only five 
foreign students in U.S. colleges placed in the Games. Sprinter Mike Agostini 
and hurdler Dave Lean finished behind allthree Americans; hop-step- jumper 
Vilhjalmur Einarsson beat out all the U.S. contestants but while he attended 
Dartmout he never jumped for them; Ron Delany won the 150Cm, but no U.S. run- 
ner even qualified for the finals. Only George Roubanis took a place away from 
an American, finishg third in the vault ahead of George Mattos, a full six inches 
ahead. Might not the results have been the same anyway? 

In fact, in the last three Olympics the only athletes in question who have 
“hurt"' us have been Jamaicans George Rhoden and Herb McKenley. My feeling 
about these two greai athletes is that they gave far more to the sport in this 
country than they took away and that they, and any more like them, are more 
than welcome. 

For aren't we overlooking the good that comes from these foreign students? 
Many stay on to become contributing U.S, citizens, continuing a pattern of 
national growth which has helped so much to make this country what it is to day. 
Those who stay only for their college educations contribute in the field of inter- 
national understanding and good-will, to our obvious advantage. And, trackwise, 
they help by raising standards of competition and often by contributing impor- 
tant knowledge on training and technique, 

Furthermore, why discriminate against the few track athletes who are 
among the many thousands of foreign students at American schools? 

Some conferences feel they are attaining partial control of the situation by 
penalizing older foreign athletes. The Big Ten, for instance, takes away one 
year of eligibility for each year the athiete is over 20 when he enrolls, Now 
this may be a fine idea, and it has some merit. But, in the sake of justice, why 
not apply it to all athletes, U.S. as well as foreign? Many an American boy is 
over 20 by the time he reaches college, having transferred from a junior college, 
served time in the service, worked, been ill, etc. Is it not reasonable to sup- 
pose that foreign athletes may have equally good reasons for starting their U.S. 
college careers equally late? 

I feel that the U.S. coaches who are complaining about foreign athletes 
would do better to eliminate the negative and accentuate the positive by doing 
something about the great, untouched potential that is going to waste here at 
home. 

SUMMER TRACK (cont. ) 

Harold Bogrow, former ace runner and now co-chairman of the Metropol - 
itan AAU track and field committee, brings me up to date on the development 
program of the Metro association. He points out that a development program 
was conducted as far back as 20-years ago, curtailed by the war, and then re- 
established on a firm basis in 1950, Now it is a year around program, There 
are development meets in December and January in preparation for the indoor 
season, as well as several events on two of the collegiate indoor schedules. 
Field meets are conducted prior to the indoor season. During the spring the 
development program primarily is for club athletes, then the summer program 
is for all athletes. And in the fall there are development cross country meets. 
It is a fine program, and one which well could be copied throughout the U.S. 

Latest to add a winter track program is the Northern California Track & 
Field Association. Most every Saturday throughout the winter all-comers meets 
are held at Stanford University, mostly for runners. Already they have pro- 
duced 1:51. 1 and 4:06, 3 runs by Don Bowden, a 4:22, 4 mile by a 15-year-old 
prep, a 9:33.0 high school 2-m, and a 9:02,3 open 2-mile, Even more inter- 
esting than these fine marks is the interest of the athletes. Over 20 preps ran 
in a two-mile race and the last mile (Dec. 20) had a field of 17, all at a time 
when 99% of the American runners are hard at work loafing--and wondering 
why it is that U.S, distance runners can't match the year-around training 
Europeans? 

CROSS COUNTRY PENTATHLON (cont. ) 

The cross country pentathlon originated by Craig Dixon of UCLA seems 
to be catching on as a number of schools have reported plans to conduct it. 
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This German 400 meter relay team tied the American held world record of 39,5, 
L-to-r, MANFRED GERMAR, HEINZ FUTTERER, MARTIN LAUER and MAN- 
FRED STEINBACH. 


One of the first returns is from Long Beach, Calif., Poly High, where Dick 
Davis scored 3546 points with these marks made on successive days: mile in 
4:37. 4; 440 in 50.2; two-mile in 10:26. 0; 880 in 1:59.5; 1320 in 3:16.9. To 
top it off, Dick came back three days later and helped turn in a fine time in the 
two-man, 10-mile relay. 

Winner of the UCLA pentathlon was Willie Charlton with 4248 points to 
4238 for Bob Holland, I'd like to have all results in this unique event, 

COMPOSITION SURFACES (cont.) 

Ken Doherty says that composition surfaces are the answer for both track 
and field. He has installed Grasstex (trade name for an asphalt and cellulose 
composition) on the runways of Penn's Franklin field. "We think they are per- 
fect. They have come through the football season in fine shape even though 
cleats ran across them many times, Within 10 years, and possibly five, there 
will be rules making such surfaces mandatory, just as is concrete for throwing 
circles," 

Everywhere that composistiontracks and runways are in use the results 
are excellent, It does seem that they are the answer to foul weather and 
maintenance problems and I hope to see much more activity in this direction,

So great is the competition in international track and field that only four 
athletes who were rated first in their events in 1957 were able to repeat in the 
1958 World Ranking presented in this issue. 

Bobby Morrow made it in the 100, Glenn Davis in the intermediate hurdles, 


Bob Gutowski in the pole vault and Janusz Sidlo in the javelin. 


All other 1957 


leaders fell by the wayside in the 12th annual ranking of a series inaugurated by 
Track & Field News following the 1947 season. 


As usual, the World Ranking is compiled by the world's two foremost 
track statisticians, Dr. D. H. Potts of the U.S. and Dr. R. L.Quercetani of 
And, as usual, the ratings serve several purposes.

Harold Clark led 
at 1500m in 3:49.2, anew SA record, and finished in 4:05,8, Later Clark cut 
the SA national record to 4:05. 3 at Port Elizabeth, Dec, 13. Halberg suffered 
two mile losses, at Bleomfontein (high altitude, terribly hot) Nov. 22, 4:22,6 to 
Clark's 4:08;1, and at Salisbury, Rhodesia, Dec. 6, to Sullivan (4:14, 6), 

Gordon Pirie was running so poorly that on one occasion organizers fail- 
ed to invite him. In the Rhodesia meet he was beaten by a native African, 
Yotham Muleya, 14:48.5 for three miles. There was a great deal of wrangling 
over allowing inter-racial competition, but Rhodesia now is directly affiliated 
to the IAAF and hence independent of the restrictive SA Association rules, 

Gert Potgieter finished barely one foot behind Luxon in the 100 at Bloem- 
fontein, Nov, 22, both doing 9.7. Potgieter also ran 52;9 for the 440 hurdles, 
but at Boksburg he pulled a muscle and was ordered to rest for a few months. 

A new national record was established in the shot when Botha put 53'113". 
DuPlessis hit 175' in the discus, Port Elizabeth, Dec. 13, and also 174'43" and 
173'7", Malan ran 14, 1w and 23.5 at Pretoria, Dec. 6. Jakobus Swart, the 13,9 
man, retired from track to complete his theological studies, and accepted the 
position of minister in a village community.

ELLIOTT RUNS 4:01

Herb Elliott ran 33 miles on the road in 4 hrs. 1 min. on November 29. 

Elliott's training has been very impressive, and it could be that he will 
batter his own world mile record of 3:54, 5 into obscurity during 1959 (probably 
overseas again). He appears stronger than a year ago, and more confident. 

Elliott was to race over 1000m in Brundbury on Dec. 27, His next race 
may be an attack on the world 4x1 mile relay record (with Merv Lincoln and two 
others) in Sydney on February 1. Then, on Feb. 7 in Melbourne, he and 
Lincoln will clash in the Victorian State mile, and on the 14th in the NSW mile. 

Chilla Porter, Olympic high jump runner-up (best, 6'108") is in Melbour- 
ne for two years to improve his jumping. He came here from Brisbane be- 
cause of the superior training (at the University field) and competition. Porter 
is confident he knows enough now to become a regular better-than-7ft. jumper 
by 1960. He hopes to go well over that height. He announced he would undergo 
a physical strengthening program under the direction of famed distance running 
coach Percy Cerutty. 

Shirley Strickland - de la Huaty, twice winner of the Olympic women's 
hurdles, holder of the world 100m record (11.3), and mother of two, is back 
in action in Perth — at the age of 33. Believed to be all out for her fourth 
Olympic appearance, Shriley has run 100y in 11.0, 22 in 25.2, hurdled 11.5.

These two maintained their shoulder to shoulder battle right 
into the stadium where some 30, 000 fans cheered the contestants to greater 
efforts, The two circled the track twice. Coming into the last turn of the 
track down the straightaway, Sadanaga made his bid which was unchallenged 
by Karvonen, breasting the tape only 3 seconds in front of his game foe. 

Karvonen, bronze medal winner at Melbourne, had no excuses, He sim- 
ply stated that Sadanaga beat him when he was at his’best... "so what can I 
say?", Mihalic, runner-up at Melbourne, had shoe trouble, Kantorek claimed 
he gave too much at the first half of the race.

When does a freshman become a sophomore? Since summer competition 
is a continuation of the same season, we believe a frosh remains a frosh until 
he begins his sophomore year. Therefore, two marks made in all-comers 
meets last summer belong on the 1958 Frosh and Junior College list. Keith 
Wallace ran a 4:16,1 mile, and Bob Atkinson, also of Stanford, put the shot 
51'10", thus moving themselves up to 5th and tie for 10th. 

Another question of policy arises in considering the 2-mile track times 
by distance runners during the cross country season, Although our list carries 
the title "1958", we believe the marks those same freshman made in the fall of 
1957 belong on the list, for it certainly would not do to carry freshmen from 
two different years in the same listing. Therefore, two 2-mile marks made 
in the fall of 1957 should be included in the 1958 list: Billy Mills ran 9:19.0 
and Wayne Sullwold, also of Kansas at that time, ran 9:30. 6. 

Additions too late for last month's list of 1958 (new semester freshmen) 
2-mile track times are these postal times: Dick McDermott of Marquette ran 
9:49, 1 and Russ Lash of Indiana, son of the famous Don Lash, ran 9:52. 5. 

A further correction of the 1958 list involves a hitherto unreported mark 
by Mike Lindsay of Oklahoma. Officials of his school confirmed his postal 
mark of 171'10" last spring. However, this mark was not entered in the Big 8 
Conference postal competition, and so it probably will not replace the national 
freshman discus record (171'6" by Al Oerter), which was also made in postal 
competition.
